NO  ACCIDENTS 

Since  Establishment 
cf  Camp  Over  Two 
Y ears  Ago 

Since  the  establishment  of  Com- 
pany 453,  CCC.,  and  Highlands 
Camp,  norida  SP-3,  in  Sebring  on 
June  16,  1934,  trucks  of  the  De- 
partment of  Interior  and  Army  have 
traveled  596,641  miles  without*  en- 
countering a single  accident  with 
privately  owned  vehicles  casual  to 
drivers  of  the  organization. 

There  have  been  only  one  acci- 
dent involving  a driver  of  the  CCC 
and  operator  of  a priately  owned 
car  and  when  the  report  of  the  in- 
vestigating officer  was  rhade,  evi- 
dence showed  that  the  collision  was- 
due  to  the  negligence  of  the  drvier 
in  the  private  car. 

Records  show  that  during  this 
period  and  while  traveling  these 
himdreds  of  thousands  of  miles  in 
the  performance  of  w'ork  and  on  re- 
creational trips  the  drivers  have 
been  placed  in  situations  demand- 
ing quick  and  clear  thinking  on 
their  part  to  prevent  accidents.  Se- 
veral times  it  has  been  necessary 
for  the  trucks,  in  the  service,  to 
leave  the  road  to  keep  from  running 
into  cars  that  were  at  fault. 

Several  months  ago,  one  of  the 
drivers  in  a truck  that  was  hauling 
clay  from  Avon  Park,  was  forced  to 
run  into  a telephone  pole  in  order

Admission  charge  tor  all  cars  en- 
tering Highlands  Hammock  state 
park,  goes  into  effect  on  Thursday, 
October  1,  according  to  C,  H.  Schaf- 
fer, director  of  the  Florida  Park 
Service.  Mr.  Schaeffer  was  in  the 
city  Sunday,  conferring  with  E.  L. 
Greene,  park  superintendent,  on  fi- 
nal arrangements. 

The  announcement  was  in  keeping 
with  the  decision  reached  a few 
months  ago  at  a conference  of  the 
Florida  Board  of  Fore.s^ry  and  the 
executive  committee  of  Highlands 
Hammock,  Inc.  It  was  decided  that 
in  order  to  maintain  the  park  prop- 
erly it  would  be  necessary  to  secure 
funds  from  the  users  who  got  the 
most  benefit  from  it. 

Since  road  maintenance  in  the 
park  was  one  of  the  largest  expense 
items,  it  was  agreed  by  those  present 
at  the  meeting  to  make  a charge  for 
each  car  entering  the  grounds.  The 
following  charges  will  be  made:  non- 
commercial cars  any  size  or  type,  35 
cents  or  season  tags  for  $2.00  a year; 
taxis,  35  cents  per  trip  or  $10.00  for 
season  tags,  allowing  them  to  enter 
the  Hammock  as  many  times  as  de- 
sired.

From  Former  Camp 

With  the  clearing  of  the  new  camp 
site  for  company  453.  pregressing  ra- 
pidly and  the  arrival  of  several  cars 
of  material  by  railroad  from  the 
buildings  of  the  abandoned  camp  at 
Oldtown,  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  administration  build 
ings,  every  indication  points  to  mo- 
ving day  in  the  near  future. 

Several  days  ago,  word  was  receiv- 
ed from  Fourth  Corp  Area  Head- 
quarters, tothe  effect  that  the  camp 
must  be  moved  on  government  pro- 
perty. Through  the  untiring  efforts 
of  both  superintendent  A.  C.  Alt- 
vater and  Commanding  Officer  D. 
1.  Larkin  and  the  kindness  of  the 
parties  owning  the.  land,  on  which 
the  camp  is  to  be  located,  a lease 
can  be  executed,  leasing  the  land 
to  the  government  for  the  period  of 
the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps. 
Word  was  received  last  Thursday 
afternoon  approving  the  sits  under 
the  said  arrangements. 

When  all  the  material  arrives 
there  will  be  lumber  to  construct 
the  following  buildings:  a mess  hall 
that  will  be  20  feet  by  120  feet  and 
the  kitchen  measuring  20  feet  by 
40.  These  two  buildings  will  be  built 
T-shaped.  Administration  building 
34  feet  by  70  feet;  Officers  quarters 
24  by  70  feet;  recreation  hall  34  by 
55  feet,  and  a latrine  20  feet  by  40 
feet.

VERDURE  OF  HiCHLAMDS  HAMMOCK 
IS  INSPIRATIONAL 

Visitors  who  have  toured  Highlands  Ham- 
mock during  the  past  two  weeks  have  been 
astonished  to  find  it  depicting  so  much 
beauty  at  this  time  of  the  year,  while  parks 
in  the  north  are  suffering  to  a certain  ex- 
tent from  the  heat.  According  to  E.  L.  Green 
park  superintendent,  many  of  the  early  ar- 
rivers  and  people  who  have  come  to  Florida 
for  a vacation,  have  asked  him  if  it  is  unus- 
ual for  the  park  to  be  in  such  wonderful 
condition  during  the  summer  months,  to 
which  he  remarked,  “The  Hammock  can  al- 
ways be  found  in  its  verdure  and  beauty, 
which  are  characteristic  of  the  sub-tropical 
park.” 

Due  to  the  excellent  flood  control,  irriga- 
tion and  drainage  system  which  was  built 
at  a cost  of  many  thousand  of  dollars,  the 
proper  amount  of  water  is  retained  at  all 
times.  The  water  control  includes  a system 
of  dams  and  ditches  so  constructed  that  the 
water  elevation  keeps  the  vegetation  in  the 
Hammock  at  the  exact  moisture  at  all  sea- 
sons and  under  various  conditions. 

Highlands  Hammock  teems  with  wild 
game.  The  deer,  squirrel,  quail,  duck,  alli- 
gator and  innumerable  other  kinds  of  wild 
life,  as  well  as  the  countless  species  of  birds 
are  becoming  a popular  feature  with  the  peo- 
ple, Deer  that  are  prevalent,  roam  the  trails 
and  are  encountered  often  and  are  fed  cigar- 
ettes and  fragments  of  tobacco. 


Profusion  and  massiveness  of  the  great 
variety  of  palms,  oaks,  cypress,  ferns,  and 
clinging  vines  which  makeup  this  jungle  of 
veritable  paradise  of  tropical  and  sub-tropi- 
cal growth,  cannot  be  found  in  any  other 
place  in  the  state,  according  to  botanists 
and  horticulturists. 


Members  of  the  CCC  should  always  keep 
in  mind  that  they  are  in  an  organization  that 
is  supervised  and  maintained  by  the  Feder- 
al Government,  and  their  conduct  and  acts 
are  to  be  such  as  not  to  causa  embarrass- 
ment to  it.  Here  in  Sabring,  the  corp  has  a 
reputation  of  high  standard.  It  must  be  kept! 

With  all  due  respect  to  the  personell  of 
the  Central  News  Bureau  at  Fort  Screven,  it 
is  believed  that  some  of  hte  copies  of  our 
paper  have  been  mislaid  or  through  some 
mistake  have  not  been  reaching  the  editor 
of  “Happy  Days.”
